These statements of fact are de- 


rived from the latest available in- 
formation from the United States 
Bureau of Internal revenue as to

about payrolls in industry. 


The relevance of this information 


today is that not long ago President 
Roosevelt told his press conference 
that business should dip into 
its 


surpluses instead of laying off men 
or reducing wages. Ever since he 
made that comment, labor leaders 
throughout the country have been 
repeating it as they face their thou- 
sands of discontented members who 
had come to believe that, when 
they accepted 
unionization, 
they 


were getting security in their jobs. 


Smokescreen 


But the spreading of the notion 


that surpluses are big enough to 
take care of the growing unemploy- 
ment and to prevent wage cuts is 
just another one of those smoke- 
screens which tend to keep 
the j 


American people from 
knowing 


that we are in the midst of an eco- 
nomic recession which can be cured 
only -when statements made for po- 
litical effect and 
other window- 


dressing events are eliminated from 
the serious problem of making the 
system of private capital function 
so that jobs can be created. 


The workers are being given ali- 


bis that are largely political. They 
were misled in the first place by 
the assertion that administrations 
create jobs or bring prosperity. The 
president is right in urging 
that 


there be no wage cuts wherever 
possible to avoid them and that the 
recession can . be aggravated when 
businesses which can afford to keep 
their men employed undertake un- 
necessary economies out of sheer 
apprehension about the future. 


But there are companies whose 
; orders have fallen off and which 


cannot long continue to meet pay- 
rolls out of surpluses without dam- 
aging their whole credit structure 
Surpluses are not all cash and much 
of what is listed in the bookkeep- 
ing of American business cannot be 
quickly converted into cash with- 
out causing a general 
liquidation, 


which," in itself, would cause the 
hook values to shrink. 


• Surpluses Melted 


Some idea of the way American 


business has taken it on the chin in 
the depression which began back in 


, the Hoover administration is to be 


gotten by noting that, in 1929, the 
official figures reveal the total sur- 


• pluses of all manufacturing corpo- 


rations in the United States to have 


; been $21,000,000,000. By 1933, due to 


the ravages of the first years of the 
depression, 
these surpluses 
had 


been melted away by red ink in 
operations so that, for all manufac- 
turing corporations, the surplus was 


. down to $15,300,000,000. By 1935, the 


surpluses had gone down still fur- 
ther to $14,000,000,000. All this hap- 
pened in six years, and to break 
down by 33 1-3 per cent a big sur- 
plus shows how deep the deflation 
went, because the cut was not, of 


. course, uniform, some companies 


using up all their surpluses and 


• more besides 
out 
of borrowed 


money. 


Thus, for the 6-year period from 


1930 to 1936, the official figures from i . 
the department of commerce on na- ; 


. tional income show that $24,367,000,- 
000 more than their income was 
paid out by all business concerns, 


• and the treasury figures show that, 


for the same period, the actual def- 


: icit was in excess of $35,000,000,000. 


Under these conditions, with sur- 


pluses already shrunken as a conse- 
quence of the first years of depres- 
sion under the Hoover administra- 
tion, it raises a serious question 
how much digging into surplus 
corporations can do now to meet 
the ravages of depression under the 
Roosevelt administration. 


Surplus Is Important 


The total payroll in manufactur- 


' ing industries is just about $13.500.- 


000,000. and since the surpluses, ac- 
cording to the latest available fig- 
ures of the treasury, amounted to 
about $14,000.000,000, it will be seen 
at a glance that, if every item were 
converted into cash and if values 
did not shrink when all these se- 
curities were dumped on the mar- 
ket, there would be enough to meet 
a payroll for one year. Meanwhile, 
many individual companies would 
go into bankruptcy because their 
surpluses are not as big as others. 
The rich corporations would remain 
on (he scene to gobble up the or- 
ders and the business volume of 
their weaker competitors. 


But even if corporations were in- 


clined to take a chance 'on a month

or two of maintained payrolls, us- 
ing surplus to pay lor it, they fear 
doing it because a surplus has twice 
the importance that it used to have. 
For, under the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration's law compelling surpluses 
to be paid out in the form/of divi- 
dends, the companies which need 
cash for expansion and don't want 
to put themselves in the hands of 
bankers naturally feel that the sur- 
plus they now possess is probably 
the last substantial. amount 
they 


will be permitted to amass. Some 
day, even these complicated ques- 
tions of taxation will be more wide- 
ly understood, especially when an 
administration starts to use the tax- 
ing power not 
for 
constructive 


revenue purposes, but for punitive 
reform. Any law that punishes cor- 
porations for saving money 
and 


makes thrift a vice is bound to be 
rejected by the people at every op- 
portunity they may have to vote on 
it, and they will have such a chance 
this autumn when members of con- 
gress who voted for the undistrib- 
uted surplus law and failed to re- 
move the whole cancer from the 
economic system will be up for re- 
election.

Income Tax 


EXEMPTION ALLOWED STATE 


EMPLOYEES 


The compensation of officers and 


employees of a State or any politi- 
cal subdivision thereof, which 
is 


paid from public funds of the State 
or political subdivision, as distin- 
guished 
from amounts 
collected 


from individuals or private corpor- 
ations, if the services of such of- 
ficers or employees are rendered in 
connection with activities which 
constitute the discharge of an es- 
sential government function, as dis- 
tinguished from* a proprietary func- 
tion, is exempt from Federal in- 
come tax. The compensation of such 
officers and employees is subject to 
Federal income tax if their services 
v.-ere rendered in connection with 
the exercise of a proprietary func- 
tion. For example, the compensa- 
tion of the Governor of a State, the 
mayor of a city, councilmen. board 
of aldermen, public-school teachers, 
Bremen, and policemen is not sub- 
iect to Federal income tax. The 
compensation of such officers and 


employees whoso services are con- 
nected with the liquidation by the 
State of insurance 
companies 
or 


banks, which is paid from funds of 
the companies being liquidated, is 
not exempt from Federal income 
tax. Compensation received by em 
ployees of a municipally owned 
street railway or electric light plant 
is subject to Federal income tax, a 
such activities are proprietary ra 
ther than governmental in charac- 
ter. 


Fees for special services to a State 


are taxable, as, for example, com- 
pensation paid architects and build- 
ers for planning and erecting a 
State capitol or other State or mu- 
nicipal building. An officer or an 
employee of a State, for the pur- 
pose of the income-tax law, is'one 
whose services are continuous and 
not occasional or temporary.

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A DUTCH PRINCESS 


The eyes of the world suddenly turned 


to the Netherlands to witness the public 
jubiliation at the birth into the world of 
a tiny mite of feminine anatomy. 


For the next several years this Princess 


will rule something on the order of a dic- 
tator, but that is thc general privilege 
of every child whether born in a tene- 
ment or a palace. When the dreams of 
childhood are over her dictatorship will 
have come to an end. 


For she is of the Dutch. 
And the 


Dutch have fashioned so soberly and sen- 
sibly it is not easy to comprehend the 
complete reversal in their form that has 
come in the last three centuries. 


For something like seventy-five years 


the Dutch were grounded under the cruel 
heel of the Spanish army, just as cruel 
then as in combat today, and certainly just 
as fanatical. 


When Holland was able to throw off 


that yoke she started out to do a little 
ruling in the grand manner on her own 
accord. She became in a relatively short 
time the Queen of the Seas. Swollen with 
success she sought to 
mobilize 
world 


trade. 
That was a little too much. 
It 


brought her into two bitter wars. She 
lost, and well was it for her people that 
she did lose. 


With a form of government 
called 


"Constitutional Monarchy" 
symbolizing 


the peaceful union of the Past with the 
Present the Dutch adopted a policy toward 
the world that resulted in peace, plenty, 
respect and satisfaction. Just as well may 
it be said of Holland that the sun never 
sets on her domain. Her colonies in the 
Far East, particularly Java and Sumatra, 
are choice in location, climate, people and 
production. 


Thc Dutch have been wise colonial 


rulers. And when you come to think of it 
very few are. The Italians have failed 
in ruling other people. So have 
the 


French. Since 1776 the English have be- 
come wise and temperate in respects to 
their colonists. But it may be doubted 
that any Nation with estimable colonial 
properties has governed them so peace- 
fully, and therefore so justly, as the Neth- 
erlands. 


And so the Dutch, known the world 


over for their cleanliness, for their mops 
and scrubbing brushes, have poured into 
the trying matter of government some 
other clean ideas of minds and spirit that 
may wisely be looked into with care. For 
a people, living on the edge of Europe's 
cock-pit, who can stay out of war as long 
as the Dutch, and yet maintain the respect 
and admiration of other peoples, have 
something besides a Past and a tradition. 


In the meantime, and when she be- 


comes amenable to discipline, it is big 
Dutch dollars to old doughnuts that the 
Princess will be brought up in a sensible, 
rugged and livable manner without any 
of the nonsense of Divine Right but with 
plenty of understanding 
of how a Na- 


tion's traditions may usefully guide in thc 
future. 


JUNK 'EM 


The National Automobile Dealers' As- 


sociation is worried about old cars, and 
so are many other people. Thc dealers 
have a million used cars on their hands, 
taken as trade-ins. They estimate that 
there are also in use 11,000,000 cars built 
before 3931. Few automobiles or trucks 
more than seven years old are much good. 
Thus nearly half thc cars in thc country 
arc inefficient and unsafe. They are re- 
sponsible for most of the accidents. iMorc- 
o\ cr. they clog the market, retarding pros- 
perity j.n the automobile industry and 
many allied industries, and causing a drag 
on national prosperity. 


Any intelligent person can sec that it 


would be a wonderful thing for the coun- 
try if two or three million of those cars 
could be quickly taken out of use and out 
of the market. It would be, to business, 
)ike a lot of people stepping out of thc 
line at a ticket window and letting ev- 
erybody else move up. The automobile 
industry has seriously considered the pos- 
sibility of buying up millions of those jal- 
lopies, taking them out of use and off thc 
market, feeding their scrap into the fur- 
naces for new car-metal. But itVa big 
undertaking, even for 'so mighty an in- 
dustry as motors. There is some talk 
lately about the government doing it, to 
speed up business revival. 


If recovery is much longer delayed, it 


might be worth while for the government 
and the motor industry to cooperate in 
thc matter. And that might lead to an 
epochal scrapping of the junk that clogs 
many other industries. From such heroic 
action might come a big burst of pros- 
perity. 


PLACING THE CREDIT 


Burton "Bud" Waisbren, the 15 year old 


Milwaukee high school youth whose pres- 
ence of mind recently saved the life of a 
hockey teammate who had been slashed 
in the neck by a flying skate, is reported 
as having modestly- given all credit for 
his deed to his training in the Boy Scouts. 


This is all very well. 
Without his 


scout training, Bud Waisbren would have 
very likely been helpless in the crisis, 
ignorant of thc proper method of pinching 
off the artery from which gushed his com- 
panion's life blood. Yes, up to this point 
the credit goes to 
the Boy Scouts of 


America and the traditions of this splen- 
did organization. 


Beyond this point, the credit goes en- 


tirely to young Waisbren himself. Here, 
in fact, thc bcout organization is indebted. 
Waisbren neither lost his head nor did 
he exhibit the squeamishncss that might 
grip a great many of us under the same 
circumstances. 
(This assumes that we 


know as much about emergency first aid 
as he—which is no minor assumption.) 


As a matter of fact, it is not likely 


that every scout with similar 
training 


would have reacted as intelligently as did 
Bud Waisbren. To say so would be falsely 
sentimental and in complete disregard of 
the fundamental 
differences in people. 


Boy Scout standards are high, but it takes 
an exceptional boy to be an exceptional 
Boy Scout. Besides, it takes more than 
two people to play a hockey game—Bud 
Waisbren was not the only one present. 


Nearly every organization, be it fra- 


ternal, service, religious or educational 
in character is founded on noble ideals. 
Its oath and creed is generally high sound- 
ing. 
Yet, not many members in any of 


these organizations actually measure up 
to the oaths and creeds, although the Boy 
Scout average is undoubtedly higher than 
the rest. 


Thus, while Waisbren may give credit 


to thc Boy Scouts for his deed, the Boy 
Scouts must really give credit to Bud 
Waisbren for having shown himself to be 
the kind of a scout that they would like 
every scout to be.

On June 
19, 1937. the President signed an 
act providing that "the manner of 
inflicting the punishment of death 
shall be the manner prescribed by 
the laws of the state within which 
the sentence is imposed." 


Thus, in Nevada and Arizona a 


prisoner may be gassed to death. 
A choice of hanging or shooting is 
given prisoners in Utah. Several 
southern states provide tor hang- 
ing in public, a spectacle designed 
— with debatable success — to 
throw fear into the hearts of the 
wayward. In states like Michigan, 
which don't have capital punish- 
ment, the federal prisoner may be 
executed in a neighboring state.

A simple heart ovcrcall was all tha 
his hand was worth. The double 
put East in an uncomfortable posi 
tion.

He chose to bid One 
spade, even though he had only a 
three card suit, rather than put the 
bidding level higher with a two 
club response.

West shrewdly decided to pre- 


serve his heart position and select- 
ed the spade jack as his opening 
lead. (Obviously a heart opening 
would have 
given declarer

heart tricks,

would have held the first trick.) 
Dummy ducked, East signaled with 
the seven spot, and declarer won 
The ace of clubs was cashed anc 
a low club led toward dummy, 
West's jack was smothered, and 
the club ten was taken by East's 
queen, West discarding a spade. 
East returned the heart eight. De- 
clarer split his honors and West, 
instead of winning, gave the em- 
phatic come-on signal of the nine- 
spot. 
Declarer 
entered dummy 


with the spade king and led .a dia- 
mond. 


Then came the crucial play of the 


hand! If East had played automatic- 
'ally "second hand low," declarer, of 
course, would have put in the eight 
or nine. West would have had to 
be a crystal gazer to win with the 
ace and return the jack. Undoubt- 
edly, on the bidding. West would 
have won with the jack and re- 
turned the ace and jack of hearts, 
preserving his diamond ace for en- 
try. This sequence, however, would 
have given declarer seven tricks, 
two spades, two hearts, and three 
clubs. East did not put the burden 
of clairvoyance on West. Realizing 
that West must hold the diamond 
ace to justify his takeout double 
even partly. East hopped up with 
the diamond king, second hand, 
cashed the spade queen, and re- 
turned his remaining heart.

matic conditions. Such plant food 
gives instant stimulus to lawn seed 
during early spring when most 
needed. Apply a few hours before 
iecd is sown and wet into the soil. 
If spread after seedlings have ap- 
peared, wet immediately. 


A plant food spreader will save 


time In applying, although for 
small areas, the hand me hod is sat- 
isfactory. Four pounds for 100 
square feet of area is sufficient. For 
later applications. 2 pounds for 100 
square feet is sufficient.

SPORT OF ICE-FISHING 


By O. Warren Smith 


S to the reasonableness of ice- 
fishing for game fish there is 
more than a question, though 


there is no question as to its en- 
joydbleness for the 
red-blooded 


outdoor enthusiast. Rightly. I think, 
many states 
arc forbidding 
the 


sport, while others restrict it. Not 
because fishing through the ice is 
taking a mean advantage of the 
fish, is "unsportsmanlike", but be- 
cause farming the water the year 
around is indeed burning the can- 
dle at both ends. One should look 
up the law 
in his state 
before 


thinking further of the sport. Wis- 
consin allows or has allowed, ice- 
fishing up to January 1st for game 
fish, thereafter only cisco can be 
taken. 1 am fully in accord with the 
restriction, with any restriction that 
v;ill increase our summer sport 
So, then, this article is in a sense 
a u t o b i o g r a p h i c a l , for fishing 
through the ice on Lake Superior 
for lake trout, is a sport a bit too 
strenuous for me. Those wide open 
spaces, with a good stiff gale, cer- 
tainly call for stamina.—he-man- 
stuff. If I were a young man, how- 
ever. I think you would sec me 
running over the ice, heavy line 
over my shoulder, racing to snatch 
the laker from the water before he 
ejected the hook. 


The ice-fishing I loved in the 


good old days, was with "Up-ups," 
the game being for the most parl 
yellow perch. The tip-up I used 
was a thin, oblong board of 18 or 
20 inches: 
a hole 
being bored 


through the tip-up, say a fourth of 
the distance from the smaller end. 
Foipot to say that the tip-up taper- 
ed from 2* inches at one end, to 
about 1J inches at the other. Thc 
hole was bored through the smaller 
end. A branch was cut on the shore, 
and thrust through the hole, the 
ends resting on thc ice, either side 
the hole. The tip-up could be made 
and rigged with line, sinker and 
hook at home, the latter wound 
upon the lip-up; a great advantage 
when the 
thermometer hovered 


around zero, or a strong wind was 
blowing across the white surfaces. 


Now there is more to cutting a 


hole through a foot and a half of 
ice than thc uninitiated imagines. 
The picture we have is that of a 
round hole, indeed, I have read that 
we *hruld cut such a hole, "keeping 
the ice in the center intact," and 
lifting it out! Unfortunately it sel- 
iom remains intact, and anyway, a 
long gash is better, easier to make, 
and 
altogether satisfactory. 
The 


fisherman will not be so "apt to 
"bark" his fingers on the rough 
edges, as he will when the ice is 
thick, and the chopping is easier. 
Never strike through into the water 
until the very last moment, hollow-
